The Norman Tower is an elaborate structure of oolite 
stone* which «oii|ectsXkt^j[Jpper and EowWCollege Green. 

It jwbfi i>Me/l| thSyprincipal gate of the monastery 
founded by Robert Fitzhardirtge in 1142. The supST* -*' 
structure is Perpendicular work, and contains statues of [ 
Abbots Newland and Elliott, the gateway also displaying j 
the arms of England and of Berkeley, with their quarterings. 

It was carefully restored in 1886. 
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
